.A  MED  after  Baron  Shauphnessy,  late 
President  of  the  Canadian  Pacific  Railway 
Comrany,  is  the  fashionable  residential  part 
of  Vancouver,  and  is  shown  tourists  in 
conjunction  with  Stanley  Park,  or  No.  1  trip 
—about  1  yi  hours  for  $1 .00. 


The  soil  of  Shauphnessy  .seems  excep- 
tionally suitable  for  shrubs  and  flowers  of 
every  variety,  especially  roses,  which,  from  June  to 
September,  grow  in  luxuriant  profusion,  the  garden 
hedges  even  (as  in  cut  No.  4)  being  one  trailing  mass  of 
crimson  rambler  and  other  species,  which  often  climb 
right  over  the  chimneys,  as  shown  in  the  Pioneer's 
Cottage  cut  (No.  1).  which  was  built  near  English  Bay 
In  a  lonely  settler  over  a  quarter  of  a  eentury  ago,  and 
which  is  seen  on  Trip  No.  1. 

The  residence  sh  .vn  in  cut  No.  8  belongs  to  Major- 
General  McCrea,  of  the  Overseas  Canadian  Army,  who 
was  formerly  head  of  an  immense  lumber  busines.s  here ; 
and  the  "Hunting  Lodge,"  shown  in  cut  No.  5,  is  th/ 
property  of  Baron  Shaughnessy. 

The  view  from  Shaughnessy  B  "jhts  is  superb; 
Mount  Baker,  in  Washington,  10,827  feet  high  and  80 
miles  away,  being  very  clearly  visible  on  clear  days.

I  HIGH  covers  over  one  thousand  acres,  was, 
until  a  few  years  ago,  practically  virgin 
fore.it— and  to  this  day  remains  so,  with  the 
exception  of  the  cleared  spaces;  bnt  a  mag- 
nificent roadway,  following  the  shore,  has 
been  built,  and  autos  run  even  more  smoothly 
than  on  city  streets,  passing  enchanting 
views  of  forest  trails  landwards,   and   with 

views  of  great  ocean  liners,  seawards,  on  their  way  to 

the  Orient  or  Australia. 

In  the  main  cleared  space,  near  the  Georgia  Street 
entrance,  the  visitor  will  st.i  thro'  the  vista  of  giant 
trees  (some  over  sixty  feet  in  circumference)  a  delightful 
rustic  Tea  House,  facing  which  are  some  old-world 
gardens  laid  out  with  great  taste  and  kept  in  excellent 
order  all  the  year  round,  the  great  beauty  of  these  b  ,ng 
the  "Rock  Gardens,"  where  Canada's  very  numerous 
splendid  wild  flowers  grow  in  delightful  confusion. 
There  is  also  a  "Shakespeare  Garden,"  devoted  to  raising 
the  flowers  and  herbs  mentioned  in  Shakespeare's  plays 
and  books.  There  are  also  some  conservatories,  where 
semi-tropical  plants  grow  in  luxuriant  profusion,  and  an 
extensive  Zoological  collection  of  Bear,  Wolves,  Lions, 
Moose,  Buffalo,  Lynx,  Kangaroos,  etc.,  together  with 
Chinese  Pheasants,  Mongolian  Duck,  South  African 
Ostrich,  and  beasts  -^nd  birds  from  ah  over  the  world.

There    is    a    twenty- 
ininiit"  stop  at  the  Suspension   Bridge,  and 
an   h'  .     at   the  great   Canyon,   where  a 
delightful    .loder.-.  but  extremely  picturesque   Hotel   of 
fifty  rooms   has  L'een   built,   and   where   very   excellent 
refreshments,    served    in    the    beautiful    panelled    and 
frescoed  lobby,  or  in  the  splendid  dining-room,  can  be 
obtained  at  very  moderate  rates.     Tea  is  also  served  to 
tourists  in  the  Rustic  Tea  House   (cut   No.  2),  called 
"Tipperary,"    which    directly    overlooks    the    Canyon. 
From  the  Hotel  grounds  and  verandahs  tourists  will  get 
superb  views  of  the  great  Coast  Range  Mountains,  on 
which  two  prominent  Rocks,  called  "The  Lions"  (on  a 
commanding    snow-capped    point),    have    seemed,    for 
thousands  of  years,  to  guard  Vancouver.    This  trip  takes 
the  tourist  thro'  Vancouver's  principal  streets — Granville 
anJ    Hastings;    on   a    15-minute    Ferry   across    Burrard 
Iiiiei,  and  along  a  delightful  but  rapidly  ascending  auto 
road  to  the  great  Canyon,  practically  at  the  foot  of  the 
guardian  Lions,  from  the  vicinity  of  which  Vancouver 
obtains  its  thousand  million  gallons  of  purest  iced  water. 
Some  of  the  large  ship-building  plants  are  seen  en  route, 
and  the  cars  wind  along  perfect  roads,  past  numerous 
flower-  and  fruit-embowered  Canadian  bungalows  and 
ranch  houses.
